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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book is classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 

The book is a fictional homosexual love story which facilitates graphic sexual 
description intended to arouse the reader. The story is set in Greece and the main 
character is a young American man, aged 18, who is initiated into homosexual sex by a 
Greek man of the same age. The story revolves around their sexual affair and the 
cultural difference in their interpretation of devotion. The American man becomes 
jealous because the Greek man is promiscuous. The story ends with the pair uniting. 

Given the sexual content, restriction of the availability of the book to an adult audience 
under the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993 is considered to be a reasonable 
limit prescribed by law. 
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
